NOTE: Bill Rodgers is vacation- 
ing in the high Sierra. Be- 
fore leaving he assigned Bill 
Reece to guest his column 
challenging him to top the 
prediction made by Jaspar 
Jansen’s tortoise in Lindsay 
of 30 inches of rain this 
winter, which he recount- 
ed in last week’s “We Only 
Heard”’

I wish I could . Heaven knows 
we need it. But instead, I’m 
afraid I am going to have to re- 
vise Mr. Jansen’s_ prediction 
somewhat — downward. Accord- 
ing to my pet gopher, the cor- 
rect figure is seventeen and one- 
quarter inches. 

More interesting than the pre- 
diction though; is that there are 
still people like Mr. Jansen 
around who practice the age-old 
art of predicting the weather by 
consorting with Mother Nature 
rather than laboratory instru- 
ments, a piece of brashness dep- 
recated by modern meteorolo- 
gists, who, in spite of all the 
complicated equipment and sci- 
entific methods, still cannot 
match the oldtimers’ skill for 
long-range forecasts. In fact, 
the best they can do, is to supply 
us with 24 hours advance infor- 
mation. 

Why, when I was a boy, there 
were many ‘Mr. Jansens’” who 
could tell us in spring, what the 
weather would be like in summer 
and the severity of next winter’s 
storms. There was no hocus- 
pocus or magic in their fore- 
casting. They were just more 
observing than the rest of us and 
knew how to interpret the lan- 
guage and signs of animals, 
birds,, plants and insects. 

I remember our farm superin- 
tendent used to predict next 
day’s temperature readings by 
listening to the chirp of crickets 
— he would count the number of 
chirps in 14 seconds, add 40, and 
hit the temperature right on the 
nose — every time. To forecast 
whether winter would be heavy 
or light, he would simply count 
the number of acorns stored by 
squirrels and measure the length 
of the caterpillar’s silk. He could 
tell whether it would be late in 
arriving too by observing when 
animals began putting on their 
winter coats. 

There was one day when, had 
I had his keen understanding of 
animal behavior I might have 
been spared a sad experience. 
This was the day when “Shep” 
our farm dog, ‘‘Tub” and “Nell” 
our team of Clydes, and I, were 
out in the south meadow putting 
up Timothy hay. 

Like all farm dogs, Shep loved 
to take to the fields at haying 
time to flush out the birds and 
scare up the cottontails from be- 
neath the week-old shocks of 
fodder. On this particular day 
she was doing just that when all 

' of a sudden she stopped dead in 
her tracks, sat on her haunches, 
pointed her nose skyward and 
began sniffing nervously at the 
air. 

Returning to the wagon, Shep 
called to me to follow her, mak- 
ing several false starts towards 
home. After four or five tries, 
she gave up in disgust. took off 
for the barn and, left me to face 
my fate. 

It wasn’t long in coming. 
First, there was the distant rum- 
bles, then the darkening skies. 
Then the rumbles grew to om- 
inous roars and the clouds be- 
gan getting blacker and black- 

_ er. Then — crash! The bolt 
struck the ground just ahead of 
Tub and Nell, lighting the fileds 
for miles around and sending the

SACRAMENTO, August 24 — 
California’s Fish and Game com- 
mission has approved 24 antler- 
less and either-sex deer hunts to 
be held in a total of 14 counties 
this fall. The Commission re- 
jected 14 other Proposed antler- 
less hunts, and approved issu- 
ance of a total of 10,665 permits 


to take deer in the special hunts. , 


The permits will be issued by a 
statewide drawing. 

To be eligible for the drawing 
for most of the hunts, sports- 
men must apply on the official 
application blank attached to 
their 1961 deer tags. No money 
should be sent with the applica- 
tion. After the drawing all suc- 
cessful applicants will be noti- 


fied to send in $5 for their per- 
mit. 


For most of the hunts, appli- 
cations must be received at the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
722 Capitol Avenue, Sacramento, 
not later than 5 p.m. September 
12. The drawing for these hunts 
will be held September 15. 

Of the 24 hunts approved, pub- 
lic drawings will be held for 20. 
Two of the remaining four will 
be on military reservations with 
a total of 425 permits. No per- 
mit is needed to Participate in 
the Southern Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Special Archery hunt in 
which not more than 200 deer 
may be taken. Permits totaling 
150 for the San Emidio hunt in 
Kern county will be issued at 
the Bakersfield fairgrounds on 
a first - come first - served basis 
starting at 8 a.m. on the morn-

Tn Mountain 


~ Streams 


PORTERVILLE, August 24 — 
Five thousand Brown Trout fin- 
gerlings were planted in moun- 
tain streams last Friday, August 
11, by members of the Southern 
Tulare County Sportsmen’s As- 
sociation according to a report 
received from Jim Nickell, the 
association’s president. 

The plantings were made at 
Redwood Crossing and Silver 
creek, with 3,200 fingerlings set 
loose in the former and 1,800 in 
the latter. Nickell reported the

YOUR LEGISLATOR 
AT. WORK!

California State Legislature 
Benjamin Franklin knew what 
is what when he wrote, ‘but in 
this world nothing is certain but 


death and taxes.” Both will be 
with us until the end of time. 
Franklin did not tell us one great 
difference between death and 
taxes is that the former can onlv 
happen once to every mortal, 
while the latter go on forever, 
and their burden seems ever- 
zrowing. 

This unhappy fact was again 
highlighted at a recent meeting 
of the Assembly interim commit- 
tee on revenue and taxation in 
Sacramento. The group was 
warned that higher state taxes 
are inevitable because of our 
high rate of population growth 
and the demands for new and 
broadened governmental servic- 
es. One committee member com- 
mented that unless new sources 
of state revenue are unearthed, 
budget deficits are very likely 
for 1962 and 1963. 

The fact that our 1961 - 62 
state budget is only precariously 
in balance makes such _ predic- 
tions the more ominous. Some 
laws enacted at our last session, 
which are still to go into effect, 
eall for further increases in ex- 
penditures, so this balance could 
be easily upset. 

The hope was expressed that it 
will be possible to locate suffi- 
cient new sources of revenue to 
meet probable requirements, and 
so avoid boosting present levies. 
It was agreed that any new or 
higher levies could not be enact- 
ed before the 1963 regular ses- 
sion. 

A number of suggestions as to 
possible new sources of state in- 
come were reviewed by the com- 


mittee. One feature was com- 
mon to all of them: that any 
additional taxation should be as 
“painless” to the average tax- 
payer as possible. 

One proposal taken under con- 
sideration for further study in- 
volves an increase in the number 
of horse racing days permitted 
California race tracks. The com- 
mittee was informed that the 
state of New York realizes some 
$80 million annually from rac- 
ing, as compared to $32 million 
for California. Half again as 
many racing days are permitted 
there than are authorized by our 
law. 

Gambling was also involved in 
another suggestion made to the 
group. That is, that open gam- 
bling be legalized on the Cali- 
fornia side of Lake Tahoe. Men- 
tion was made of the interest of 
businessmen and_ residents of 
that area in such action. It was 
estimated off-handedly that the 
state might receive as much as 
$150 million annually if gam- 
bling were made legal in a five- 
mile strip along the Nevada 
boundary. 

The proposal for gambling in- 
jected its own element of humor 
into the hearing. One partici- 
pant had referred to the opposi- 
tiom of churches to any legaliza~ 
tion of gambling. Another came 
back with, ‘‘why not legalize it 
and promise not to take the 
gambling out of the churches?” 
He could have added that New 
York has legalized bingo games, 
but does not tax them. 

The committee concluded its 
meeting by setting up four sub- 
committees to make detailed in- 
vestigations of specific areas 
within its responsibility. One 
will study the functions and op- 
erations of: the various state 
agencies which administer tax 
laws. A second will look at pos- 
sible sources of new revenues. A 
third will review operations of 
property tax laws. The fourth 
will investigate the possibilities - 
of a constitutional amendment 
introduced, but not adopted at 
the last session, which would 
permit counties and cities to ex- 
empt buildings and other im- 
provements on land, and personal 
property, from local taxation.

COTTON GROWERS 
SHOULD CHECK 
FOR LYGUS BUGS 


VISALIA, Aug. 24 — Cotton 
growers should maintain a care- 
ful check of their fields for the 
presence of lygus bugs or ‘‘cot- 
ton daubers”’, according to Tu- 
lare County Farm Advisor Alan 
George. 

Lygus counts have been ex- 
tremely high in many fields in 
Tulare county in the past several 
weeks, In a number of fields of 
rank cotton examined, excessive 
growth was traced to shedding, 
caused by lack of vigilance on 
the part of the grower in check- 
ing for lygus.
